INTRODUCTION 


This booklet constitutes probably the first attempt ever to come up with a 
comprehensive cataloguing of films on development and developing countries avail- 
able for loan in Canada. When we say “comprehensive”, it should be understood 
that this initial effort may well have missed a few sources of films; some films were 
excluded moreover, for reasons outlined below. The attempt at comprehensiveness 
was nonetheless made and that is in our opinion a step forward for those interested 
in promoting better understanding in Canada of the issues of development. 


We recognize, however, that comprehensiveness involves something of a cost. 
These are not in-depth analyses of films, but rather thumb-nail sketches. This cata- 
logue should be viewed as complementary to those listings produced by other or- 
ganizations which analyse in greater detail a selection of development films (eg. 
CCIC!, ClOQIM2). Our purpose here has rather been to give people a picture, more 
or less complete, of what exists and to let them do most of the judging themselves. 


We have not avoided editorial actions entirely. This catalogue includes only 
16mm films available free of charge or for rent in Canada. Excluded are other AV 
materials such as video tapes, slide shows etc., 8mm and 35mm films, and films 
available only for purchase, all for reasons of expediency. Also excluded, this time 
for reasons which have to do more with the spirit of the catalogue, are films which 
in our opinion are blatently racist (though some films emanating from countries 
often regarded as persuing racist policies are included if they can be useful tools for 
analysis) and films on some countries whose membership in the class of developing 
countries is somewhat questionable (eg. Lebanon, Argentina, Turkey, Israel etc). 
Included, on the other hand, are some films on such countries as the Republic of 
South Africa and Rhodesia, not normally considered developing countries, but 
whose policies have implications for the development process in many areas. 


These editorial actions will doubtless not please everyone. They were made in 
the interests of speed and practicality. We hope this catalogue, despite its limit- 
ations, will prove a useful tool to all Canadians interested in international develop- 
ment.

NOTE ON CLASSIFICATION PROCEDURE 


When possible, films are classified by country. Although most films say something 
about some development issue (e.g. population), if the film was shot in one or two 
countries, it is classified under those countries. If several countries are involved, 
such that the issue element becomes predominant, it is classified under one of the 
“Development Issue’ headings. 


Films are moreover put into the French or the English sections on the basis of the 
language of the film, rather than on whether the country is francophone or 
anglophone. Therefore, an English language film on a country in francophone 
Africa, for example, will be found in the English section. 


Films have been evaluated as (1) highly recommended; (2) recommended, or (3) no 
evaluation has been made. Absence of evaluation does not necessarily mean that the 
film is bad. Our purpose has been to indicate where we think great credit is due, but 
to leave it up to prospective viewers to judge the rest, especially as a film may be 
highly useful for one purpose and mediocre for another.
